3. Method of recruitment, age-limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions.—The method of recruitment to the said posts, aae- 


limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Initial Constitution.—(1) Any person working on regu¬ 
lar basis in the canteen in any of the posts corresponding to 
the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule on the date 
of commencement of these rules shall bo deemed to have 
been appointed into that post. 

(2) The regular continuous service rendered as on the 
1st day of October 1991 mentioned in sub-rule (1) prior to 
the appointment to the said posts at the initial constitution 
shall count for the purpose of probation period, qualifying 
service for promotion, confirmation and pension. 

5, Disqualification,—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage fs permissible under the personal law 
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applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are othter grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation .of this rule. 

6 . Potvor ro relax.—Where the-Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 


7. Saving.—.Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the -Scheduled Castes, the ■ Scheduled Tribes, 
Ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons ju 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.
